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15 The present invention relates to a digital still camera 

capable of performing remote communication. The digital 
still camera includes means for converting an optical image 
to a digital electrical signal representing a still image; 
means for storing at least one phone numbers; means for 

20 transmitting an electromagnetic signal formed by a wireless 
telephone system to designate a remote unit for the 
communication; means for changing the digital electrical 
signal representing the still image to an electromagnetic 
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signal including a still image signal formed by the wireless 
telephone system; and means for transmitting the 
electromagnetic signal including the still image signal. 

5 It is another obj ect of the present invention to 

provide a digital still camera capable of communicating an 
image signal and a voice signal simultaneously. 

The digital still camera according to an embodiment of 
10 the present invention includes a digital mobile phone having 
a microphone 2 and a speaker 3 in one housing that cannot be 
separated. The digital still camera includes a reflection 
type color LCD 4 without a backlight illumination. The LCD 4 
displays a color digital image having 6,000 pixels. A touch 
15 panel is formed on the LCD 4 so as to function as a dial 
button of the digital mobile phone. A manual request switch 
7 is adapted to request transmission of an image, and a pen 
input touch panel is formed on the LCD 4 to input an image 
with a pen when a switch 8 is operated. Shutter release 
20 button 9 is provided. 

The digital still camera includes an extraction unit 22 
for extracting a voice signal component and an image signal 
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component from the electromagnetic signals including a still 
image signal and a voice signal and outputting the extracted 
components; and a memory 14 connected to an output terminal 
of the extraction unit 22 for storing a digital electrical 
5 signal applied from the output terminal, or the digital 
electrical signal output from a CCD camera 10. The LCD 4 can 
selectively display a still image received from an external 
remote unit, or a digital electromagnetic signal from the 
CCD camera 10.

Additionally, the digital still camera includes an 
input/output interface 44 outputting an image signal applied 
from a card to the memory 14 and a memory card 4 6 . The 
input/output interface 44 includes means for connecting the 

15 card 45 to an external unit. The memory card 4 6 functions as 
means for extracting a digital electrical signal from the 
digital memory 14. The memory card functions as a memory 
storing a still image having 240,000 pixels in one frame, 
and is inserted into the digital still camera. That is, the 

20 card slot for the memory functions as means for removing the 
digital still image memory itself out of the digital still 
camera . 
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The digital still camera receives and displays a signal 
transferred from another digital still camera, i.e. an 
electromagnetic image signal formed by a wireless telephone 
system, and receives and outputs a signal transmitted from 
5 another telephone, i.e. an electromagnetic voice signal 
formed by the wireless telephone system. 

A user can hear a voice while watching a transferred 
image by receiving and processing a combination signal of a 
10 voice and an image signal. In response to the transferred 
voice and image, the user can transfers the voice and image 
to another digital still camera or a telephone. 

An image signal can be transferred when a voice signal 
15 input from microphone 2 is transferred. That is, a still 
image can be transferred by allowing the combination unit to 
combine the voice signal with the still image photographed 
by the CCD camera 10 for the output of the combined signals. 
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
